Text of Admiral Mayo’s Ultimatum to  Taanics Commander.

WASHINGTON; April 17.—To make plain the nature of the 
demands originally made. by Rear Admiral H. T. “Mayo: upon the 
military commander at Tampico, Gen. Zaragoza, the Nav} Depart- 
ment to-day made public the text of the document which Mayo sent 
to Zaragoza on April 9, following. the arrest of the Dolphin’s men. 
This. document, which is the basis of President Wilson’s demands 
on-President Huerta, reads as-follows: 

“This morning an officer and squad..of men of the Mexican 
military forces arrested and marched through the streets of Tam- 
pico a commissioned .officer of the United States Navy, .the Pay- 
master of the Dolphin, together with seven men, composing the crew 
of the whaleboat of the Dolphin.

To Colombia in New. Treaty 





For “Anything That May Have 


of Cordial Friendship” —Text, Kept Secret in Wash 
ington, Made Public in Paris. 


Interrupted or Altered Relations|

PARIS, Saturday, April. 18.—The 
text of the treaty between the United 
States and Colombia, in settlement. of 
the controversy over Panama, is given 
in the Temps as follows: 

“ article I—The Government of the 
United States, desiring to put an end 
to all disputes and differences with the 
Republic of Colombia occasioned by 
events which have brought about the 
present situation in the\ Isthmus’ of 
Panama, in its name and in the name 
of the people of the United States, ex- 
presses sincere regret for anything that 
may have ‘interrupted or altered the 
relations of cordial friendship existing 
long between the two nations. 

“ The Government of the Republic 
of Colombia, in its name and in the 
name of the Colombian people, accepts 
that declaration in the full assurance 
that every obstacle for the re-estab- 
lishment of complete harmony between 
the two countries will thus disappear. 

“ Article’ II.—Colombia will enjoy 
freely and in perpetuity the free pass- 
age through the canal-of its troops, 
supplies, and warships.” 

An explanatory clause says that the 
same article stipulates commercial 
advantages for Colombian -products 
imported through the Canal Zone, 
special advantages in. Panama rail- 
way traffic when service by the 
canal is interrupted for any cause, 
and when its use is required for 
Colombian agents and troops and for 
war material, and also advantages for 
traffic in Colombian -products, espe- 
cially coal, ofl, and salt.

SAY REGRET-ISN’T APOLOGY... 


Friends of the Administration Call 
Attention to the Distinction.

WASHINGTON, April 17. Publication 
of the text of the Colombia treaty con- 
firms the statement in Tos New Yore 
Times last Thursday that.the proposed 
conventfon included an expression of 
regret on the part of the United States. 
Officials of the Administration have so 
far shown themselves loath to admit 


the inclusion of any such clause in the 
treaty, and the refusal of Secretary Bry- 
an to make the treaty public here last 
Wednesday, on the ground that publica- 
tion of a treaty before the Senate re- 
ceived it would be a discourtesy to the 
Committée on Foreign Relations, post- 
poned confirmation until to-day. Mr. 
Bryan took that course at the request 
of members of the Committee on ‘For- 
eign Relations, he said. 

The language of the treaty makes it 
a little difficult to ascertain precisely 
what :was in the mind of the officials 
who denied last - Thursday’ that an 
apology. or expréssion of regret was 
contained in the treaty. The terms of 
the treaty do not éven admit the con- 
struction that regret is, an‘ expression 
simply for a condition of estrangement 
between the ‘two countries; for the 
regret is expressed directly for “‘any- 
thing ‘that may have altered” their 
relations of friendship. 2 

President Wilson himself‘ said that he 
did not know the precise terms of the 
treaty, but that he knew it contained“no 
apology. This indicates that. Mr; Bryan 
has succeeded in impressing his peace 
policy upon the negotiations of the new 
treaty, and that the expression of re- 
gret, strong as it. is, is his. work.

ALBANY, April 17.—Malcolm Gifford, 
Jr.,.19 years old, son of a wealthy man- 
ufacturer of Hudson, N. Y., is under 
indictment and in jail here charged with 
having murdered Frank J. Clute, a 
chauffeur, who was shot to death near 
Watervliet on the night of April 1, 1913. 
The murder baffled the local police and 
county officers, and only the recent dis- 
covery of some papers that had belonged 
to the chauffeur furnished the ‘final 
clue that led to the arrest and indict- 
ment of young Gifford. 

An: unidentified young man engaged 
Clute to. drive him to Troy on the night 
of April 1, 1918, and on the way the pas- 
senger shot the chauffeur in the back of 
the head, robbed the body, threw it into 
a ditch, and fled. The next morning 
the automobile was’ found.on the high- 
way between Watervliet and Schenec- 
tady, and the body of Clute was dis- 
covered soon afterward in a ditch near 
by... Several days later Prof.. James 
Craw of the Watervliet High School 
found a-pair of ‘blood-stained gloves in 
the field near where Clute’s body lay. 
They bore the trademark of Brooks 
Brothers, New York, and furnished one 
of the clues which led to the arrest of 
young. Gifford more, than a. year after 
the murder. 

The boy was & ‘student at Williston 
Seminary, Mass. He had been at 
home spending his Haster vacation 

and had statted back to school when he 
was arrested at Chatham on Tuesday 
by Detectives Willard A,. Teff, D. A. 
Mancer, and Robert-F. Schnaidle, -who 
had been working on the case for more. 
than a year. The lad was brought. to 
this city and placed “in the. Third. Pre- 
cint .Police. Station -until an. important 
witness could be found. The witness 
came to-day, and was before the Grand, 
Jury. for severai hours. Gifford was 
quickly indicted and was taken into 
eourt, where he heard the indictment 
read. The youth seemed terrified when 
arraigned, and remained silent when 
called upon to plead guilty or not guilty.

As he was entering there, Lieut. Will- 
fam Kennel, who guards the door lead- 
ing to'the Mayor’s office, recognized the 
would-be assassin.

“I always 
thought he was a ‘nu ng would not 
let him get within titty eet of the 
Mayor’s room. 

“The fellow would always insist on 
seeing the Mayor; so that I was com- 
pelled to take him by. the arm and 
gently lead him out of the building. He 
eaid he would come again.’ 

The news of the shooting, traveling 
like a fire through the city, brought 
Deputy Police Commissioner - “Rubin, In- 
spector Faurot, and half a dozen detoc- 
tives from Police Headquarters to the 
station in. the City Hall in less than ten 
minutes, almost simultaneously with 
the arrival of an ambulance from the 
Hudson Street House of Relief for Cor- 
poration Counsel Polk.

The Succession of Events. 


The chronology of the last thirty-six 
or forty-eight hours with respect to the 
negotiations concerning the Tampico 
affair begins late Wednesday night or 
early yesterday morning, when the 
State Department received from Mr.’ 

Shaughnessy a cipher telegram in 
which he outlined a conversation he had 
held with President Huerta. ry 

In that conversation Gen. Huerta ex- 
pressed his willingness to ‘fire the re- 
quired salute to the American fl in 
reparation for the Tampico incident if 
this Government insisted upon it, but 
he maintained that Mexico had made 
all necessary amends through apologiz- 
ing, and he expressed the opinion that 
the Wilson Administration was seeking 

take advantage of his embarrassing 
position. 


Whe ear dispatch, upon which the Admin- 


the Tampico incident would be adjusted 
diplomatically, was. followed by another 
message from-Mr. O’Shaughnessy, sent 
in behalf of the Mexican Government, 
asking whether the salute of reparation 
would be returned. 

in his reply to these messages, Sec- 
retary Bryan gave.assurance that the 
salute would be returned as promised by 
Rear dmiral Henry T. Mayo, com- 
manding the squadron. at Tampico, in 
his ultimatum to the commandant of the 
Federal troops at that place after the 
indignity put upon the Dolphin’s men. 

Nothing is given out officially to 
show whether one or Oo. Messages 
then came from Mr... O’Shaughnessy, 
telling of the insistence of the Mexican 
Government that the salute of repara- 
tion and the courtesy salute in acknowl- 
edgement of it should be fired simultan- 
eously. The understanding is, however, 
that the proposal for a simultaneous 
salute, after having been rejected once 

y this Government, .was repeated in a 
positive way. 

Secretary’ Bryan, following a Cabinet 
meeting -to-day, sent to Mr. O’Shaugh- 
nessy_ instructions to notify the Mex- 
ican Government that the United States 
refused to accept the idea of a simul- 
taneous salute, but that ats demanded 
by Admiral Mayo a’ salute of twenty- 
one guns would be insisted upon, the 
manner of returning the salute to be 
left to the American Admiral. 


Definite Rejection of. Huerta Plea. 


This communication from Mr. Bryan 
is described as an “ultimatum.” It is 
not an ultimatum in the sense that it 
fixes a time limit within which the Mex- 
ican Government must comply ‘with ‘this 
country’s demand for a salute, but it is 


a definite rejection of Mexico’s_insist- 
ence on the simultaneous salute, and. in 
the present temper of President Wilson 
it means that the drastic plan of action 
which has been tentatively outlined for 
the navy willbe carried out unless 
Huerta modifies his. position. 

According to one report, Huerta is 
told in this message that no further ar- 
gument about details for the salute will 
be tolerated, and that the only answer 
that will be accepted from him is ‘an 
unconditional acceptance of Rear .Ad- 
miral Mayo’s original conditions..

Still Prepared to Seize Ports, 

No doubt remains in the minds -of 
those best informed as to the situation 
that if the salute in reparation is not 
forthcoming the seizure of Vera Cruz 
and Tampico and a blockade of both 
coasts of Mexico will be ordered in 
accordance with the plan outlined by 
the President to members of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Affairs and the 
House Committee on Forei Relations 
who called on him Wednesday. 

If inthe opinion of Rear Admiral 
Badger, commanding the Atlantic Fleet, 
it is necessary to adopt measures of 
force right away, the President will go 
before the Congress with a request that 
the two houses sanction his plan to ob- 
tain reparation for the indignity offered 
the American flag and uniform at 
Tampico. 

No orders have been issued to Ad- 
miral Badger by wireless to delay the 
progress of the fleet in its voyage to 
Tampico. High officials of the Navy 
Department said to-day that Admiral 
Badger’s orders would not be modified 
in any way. while the present situa- 
tion: existed. “Admiral Badger, it was 
made known, had received instructions 
merely to proceed to Tampico.. 

Mr. Daniels*amnounced also that the 
third division of the Atlantic fleet, 
which for some time had been getting 
ready for service in Mexican waters, 
would sail on April 26 or 27 and prob- 
ably would relieve the ships of the 
second division. 

Although the Administration had a 
temporary fit of the blues over the 
insistence by Huerta that a simulta- 
neous salute should be fired, neverthe- 
less an optimistic feeling was shown, 
based on the theory that Huerta was 
merely bluffing, and that ultimately he 
would accede to the demands of the 
United States. It is maintained by some 
officials that Huerta has little to gain 
and much to lose by engaging in hos- 
tilitles with the United States, But it is 
realized that an apparent defiance of 
this Government may be helpful to him 
temporarily, and out of this grows the 
opinion that he is simply using the 
Tampico incident for domestic consump- 

on. 


Bluffiing to Rouse Mexico? 


Several reasons were advanced to-day 
to demonstrate that Huerta would not 
be disposed to clash with this Govern- 
ment. In the first place, it was pointed 
out that if Mexican ports were closed by 
blockade most of Huerta’s revenues 
would be cut off. In addition, it was 
said, he would be unable to receive the 
rest of a considerable loan which he is 
understood to have obtained. Again, it 
is contended that the blockade would 

revent the Federal forces from receiv- 
ng arms and ammunition through the 
port of Vera Cruz. 

But Huerta, it is realized, may be able 
to utilize his defiance of the United 
States as a means of exciting the patri- 
otic fervor of the Mexican people and 
of bringing them to the support of the 
Huerta administration. 

The recent course of this Government 
is said to have made the Constitution- 
alists suspicious of the alleged disin- 
terested_intentions of this Government 
toward Mexico, ang it is reported that 
Huerta has already sent two énvoys 
to see Gen. Carranza and Gen. Villa. 

Despite all these possibilities, however, 
there is a strong belief here that Huerta 
will back down rather than take the 
chances of American intervention pr 
being cut from supplies through a block- 
ade that would not be equivalent to an 
act of war. 

That the incident was not regarded in 
official circles as closed was indicated 
by the change in plans, which both the 
President and Secretary Bryan made 
when the messages came, showing 
Huerta’s disposition to argue about de- 
tails. The President will not go to 
White Sulphur Springs, West Va., until 
to-morrow night, and Secretary Bryan 
will not go to Florida until the whole 
question is adjusted. 

The unofficial declaration from Sefior 
Portillo y Rojas, Huerta’s Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, that the return salute 
would be regarded as a tacit recogni- 
tion of the Huerta Government received 
no attention from Administration of- 
ficials, who pointed out that. no such 
construction of the salute had been sug- 

ested by the Huerta Government in its 
ormal communications with the United 
States. 

** Recognition is. not extended by in- 
advertence, but by intent,’’ said a high 
Administration official to-night. 

Secretary Tumulty said that had the 
Huerta Government interjected into the 
negotiations a desire that the salute be 
regarded as recognition, it’ would not 
have been considered for.a minute. 


SENATORS ANGRY AT HUERTA. 


All- Back President in Refusing to 
Yield on Salute.

No One Has Right to inflict Pain 
on Dogs tor Research, 

He Tells Jury. 


DEFENSE ATTORNEY HISSED 


Male Demonstrator Arrested, Three 
Women Ejected—University Up- 
holds Accused Surgeons.

PHIBADELPHIA, April. 17.—County 
Judge Bregy, in turning. over to-day to 
the jury the case of Dr. Joshua E. 
Sweet, the University of Pennsylvania 
surgeon charged with cruelty to dogs 
following surgical . experiments “upon 
them, declared that “no one has a 
right to inflict pain or torture on a dog 
for the purpose of obtaining scientific 
information,’ ‘thus opening the way, in 
the opinion of many of the scientists 
and surgeons present at the trial, ‘or 
the prosecution of all scientific men in 
Pennsylvania who experiment upon 
animals. 

Attorneys for the prosecution—the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals—interpreted the charge as a 
declaration that vivisection was illegal 
in this State, and they declared that 
warrants would be issued immediately 
for physicians conducting experiments 
on animals. : Pirie 

The court’s reference to vivisection 
came as a surprise to both sides, be- 
cause the indictment.against Dr. Sweet 
meant only alleged cruel treatment after 
operations and because testimony as to 
why these operations had been per- 
formed and other subjects pertaining 
to vivisection had been ruled: out of 
the evidence.on the trial of the case. 

Law as Interpreted by the Court. 

That part of the charge concerning 
vivisection was. as follows: 

“‘To indicate a view on the cart of 
these physicians that these operations 


jupon dogs were made for scientific 


purposes to obtain information for the 
alleviation of human _ suffering, I 
charge you that the law of Pennsyl- 
Vania does not allow pain and suffer- 


ing, torment or torture to be inflicted 
upon dogs for any purpose except for 
the relief of the suffering of the dog 
itself. They have no right to torture 
the dogs or violate the law, as I have 
read to you, for the purpose of ob- 
taining scientific information. 

“The law says that any person who 
is guilty of wanton and cruel torture of 
an animal shall be guilty of a crime. 
The law does not say they shall not 
be guilty if they do it for a scientific 
purpose. Scientific purpose does not 
excuse cruelty.’’ , 

Physicians and surgeons of world re- 
pute and attorneys for the defense ex- 
pressed the opinion that Judge Bregy’s 
ruling would be carried to the United 
States Supreme Court, as the ultimate 
decision will be of the utmost import- 
ance to the world of Science.

BERLIN, April 17.—Gen. von Pod- 
bielski, who can dispute with the 
Kaiser, the Crown Prince, ‘Prince 
Henry of Prussia, and Admiral von 
Tirpitz the distinction of being the 
most popular man in Germany, is the 
hero of an @musing sleeping-car epi- 
sode. 

The General, who is President of the 
German Olympic Games Council and 
is popularly known as “ Pod,” was 
journeying by night from Danzig to 
Berlin to attend the meeting of the 
council. He glways travels with 4 
faithful man servant, Heinrich. When 
the General uses a sleeping car it is 
Heinrich’s business to put his septua- 
genarian master to bed, pack his 
clothes In a suitcase, and take the lat- 
te to his own compartment. in order 
that “ Pod,” whose waist line measures 
fifty-two inches, may not be unneces- 


-| sarily crowded in his compartment. 


When the General awoke on the 
morning in question, three-quarters of 
an hour from Berlin, no Heinrich was 
ready to dress him. He dtscovered 
that the carriage in which the valet 
‘was traveling had been detached in 
the course of the night, and with 
Heinrich was well on its way to the 
Russian frontier, 200 miles away. 

A sleeping-car attendant attempted 
to relieve “Pod’s” predicament. by 
searching for a pasesnger of the Gen- 
eral’s dimensions who might be able 
to accommodate him with a “ landing 
outfit,” as he had lost everything ex- 
cept his nightshirt; but nobody with 
& waist Hne approximating..fifty-two 
inches could be found. 

The General himself saved the sit- 
uation by telegraphing to the Fried- 
rich-Strasse Station in Berlin to have 
a Red Cross ambulance await him 
Into this he clambered on his ar- 
rival, wrapped in a blanket. From an 
adjacent hotel to which the “ invalid” 
repaired he promptly telephoned to

GERMAN JEW-BAITER DEAD. 


 abeang Celebrated, Ahtwardt Lived to 
See Hie Propaganda Neglected.

BERLIN, April 17.--Hermann Ahl- 





wardt, once celebrated as a German 
Jew-baiter, is dead at the age of 
67, from the effects of a street acci- 
dent in Leipsic last week. 

Ahlwardt, who once attempted to 
make a barn-sterming anti-Semitic 
lecture tour of the United States, died 
a disappointed man, as animosity to- 
ward the Jews, which he devoted 
most of his life to fanning into a 
political force, has become less in- 
stead of greater since the days of his 
crusade. When Jew-baiting began to 
wane in popularity, Ahlwardt turned 
his hate to the Junker-Agrarians and 
Jesuits; -but, although he harangued 
the entire country and other parts of 
Europe, he never made much impres- 
sion. 

He was elected to the Reichstag in 
1892, after having spent five months in 
prison for slandering the famous firm 
ef Ludwig Loewe & Co., manufact- 
urers of the Mauser rifle. The 
Loewes, who are among the Pioneers, 
ef German industry, were accused by 
Ahlwardt of selling inferior rifles to 
the German Army at the behest of 
the Alilance $Isra€lite. 

The anti-Semitic party as a politi- 
cal organization has dwindled almost 
into non-existence and utter power- 
lessness, though anti-Jewish preju- 
dice as a social factor is of course 
still widely prevalent in Germany. 


WESLEY DESCENDANT JAILED 


Baker’s Help, Who Lived a Diseolute 
Life, Charged with Forgery.

LONDON, April 17.—A descendant of 
Charlies ‘Wesley, the celebrated hymn 
writer. and brother of John Wesley, 
appeared in the prisoner’s dock at 
Clerkenwell Police Court to-day.

“HOLY GRAIL” SHATTERED. 


Sacred and Ancient Relic tn Genoa 
Cathedral Destroyed.

LONDON, Saturday, April. 18—The 
Rome correspondent of The Daily 
News "says that the so-called “ holy 
basin” kept in the cathedral in Genoa, 
Which is considered the oldest and most 
historically important relic in the 
world, has been aecidentally broken. * 

The basin, which is an octagonal 
vase cut out of a precious stone akin 


to the emerald, is supposed to be the| 


famous Holy Grail, which was vener- 
ated by the Knights Templar. It was 
brought to Genoa in 1101 by William 
Embriaco among the spoils of the con- 
‘quest of Caesarea, and since that time 
has been held in the highest venera- 
tion. 

The details of the accident are with- 
held, but it‘is known that the vase 
was broken in fragments beyond the 
possibility of repair. 


MILITANTS WRECK THEATRE. 


Explode a Bomb at English Seaside 
Resort—Lose Is $100,000. 


GREAT YARMOUTH, England, April 
17.—The theatre on the great recreation 
pier here was destroyed to-day by a 
fire caused by the explosion of a bomb 
left under a seat by a militant suf- 
fragette.

Ever since Fowler committed his 
brutal murder posses of farmers have 
been looking for him.

The motive for the crime has not 
been established, but it was said last 
night that Fowler told a friend several 
days before the murder that he had a 
grudge against Sammis and expected 
to “ get even.” 


JOINS TOBACCO INSURGENTS 


Reynolds Company Comes Out for 
an “Open Market.” 


The R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Company, 
which ranks next in size to the Amer- 
ican, P. Lorillard, and Liggett & Myers 
among .the entities resulting from the 
disintegration of the old Tobacco Trust, 
followed the lead of the others yester- 
ay by declaring an ‘‘open market. 
This means. that it will-no longer rec- 
ognize the Metropolitan Tobacco Com- 
pany as its sole distributing agent in 
this city. 

The alleged -monopoly given to the 
Metropolitan Tobacco Company by the 
refusal of the four companies named, 
as well as other fragments of the old 
trust, which has been under attack by 
the Department of Justice, is thus ong 
thoroughly broken up, although the in- 
dependent ‘manufacturers and jobbers 
maintain that it still occupies an ille- 
gal position because of its size and in- 
trenched power. 


BIDS FOR MUSEUM WINGS... 


P. F.. Kenny & Co. Offer to Build 
‘Them for $624,095. 


Bids for the construction of the two 
wings of the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art for the housing of the Morgan and 
Altman collections have been opened 
by the Board of Park Commissionérs. 
The lowest bid, $624,095, for the two 
wings, “was that of P. F. Kenny & Co. 
of 33 Old Broadway. ‘The highest bid 
was $755,000. 

The Commissioners did not award the 
contract, but sent the lowest bid to the 
Controller, who probably will award the 
contract to Kenny & Co. 

The two wings must be completed in 
500 days from the time of awarding the 
eontract. ‘The wings are to have two 
stories and basements. The largest 
wing will measure 204 feet in length and 
148 feet in width. ‘The other will be 
138 feet long and 107 feet wide.

With Grand Juries here and in Lake- 
wood, N. J., grinding out indictments 
against men who have been engaged 
in the business of stealing and selling 
automobiltés, the situation here took a 
turn yesterday where it became prob- 
able that police officials, including half 
a dozen precinct Captains, would be- 
come involved. 

It became known at the District At- 
torney’s office that the police record, so 
far as it involved the catching of au- 
tomobile thieves, was highly unsatisfac- 
tory to Mr. Whitman. 

Mr. Whitman transmitted to Police 
Commissioner Woods statistics showing 
almost a total failure on the part of the 
police to obtain results until Deputy 
Commissioner Rubin took Aold of the 
situation and began to work in co-opera- 
tion with Assistant District Attorney 
Deuel, who was assigned to the case by 
Mr. Whitman. 

With the statistics it was said that 
Mr. Whitman transmitted the names of 
detectives, policemen, and Police Cap- 
tains whose records in connection with 
atitomobile stealing he thought would 
bear investigating. Some of the detec- 
tives named on the list are believed to 
be implicated in widespread plans to 
obtain rewards for recovering stolen 
cars by processes that left the thjeves 
perfectly free to go out and steal more 
cars. 

In the same scheme insurance adjus- 


ters became involved. The adjusters 
“tipped” the thieves, it is charged, as 
to the names of persons taking out 
insurance on high-priced automobiles. 
It would then be the part of the thieves 
to steal the cars, after which the in- 
surance adjusters would notify the in-

NEW DANISH TREATY SIGNED 


Bryan Confines It to Investigation 
in Deference to Senators. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—Secretary 
Bryan and Minister Brun signed another 
peace commission treaty between the 
United States and Denmark to-day in 
place of the one which contained the 
compulsory arbitration feature. The new 
treaty relates only to the settlement of 
issues by investigation. 

Secretary Bryan stated that he had 
abandoned the original treaty now pend- 
ing before the Senate, even though it 
had been ratified by the Danish Parlia- 
ment, in deference to the objection 
manifested by the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee to combining in one 
treaty the two subjects, investigation 
and arbitration. 

To-day’s treaty consequently is the 
first pore of the original treaty, and 
provides any for investigation into 
all questions in dispute between the two 
countries by a commission which will 
have one year’s time for the considera- 
tion of the subject. 

Secretary Bryan stated that another 
convention would be drawn at once pro- 
viding for the settlement by arbitration 
of questions between’ the United States 
and Denmark which would not yield to 
diplomatic adjustment. This treaty, 
however, be on the lines of exist- 
ing_ arbitration treaties, with the usual 
exclusion of questions of honor, terri- 
torial integrity, and internal questions

BILLARD WITNESSES 


DECIDE TO TESTIFY #2: 


Also Agree to-Produce Books 
and Papers Demanded by 
Interstate Commission. 


INDICTMENTS MAY BE HELD 


John L. Billard Says B. & M. Stock 
Purchase Was Made for Himself 
with His Own Money. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—All the re- 
calcitrant witnesses in the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s inquiry into 
the financial operations of the Billard 
Company with the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad have agreed 
to testify fully concerning the facts in 
their possession and to produce the 
books. and papers of the Billard Com- 
Pany. 

Chief Counsel Joseph W. Folk of the 
commission received to-day from Homer 
S. Cummings, atterney for two of the 
witnesses, _Hemmingway..and More- 
house, a telegram saying that his clients 
would respond to questions. Another 
telegram from Henry Stoddard, repre- 
senting Whipple and Field, gave assur- 
ance that his clients not only would 
testify concerning the matters to which 
a week ago they refused to answer, but 
also would produce books and other 
documents of the Billard Company de- 
sired by the commission. _ 

Confronted by indictment and criminal 
prosecution for their refusal to respond 
to *‘ lawful questions ’’ of the commis- 
sion, the witnesses. concluded not .to 


press their contention that the questions 
asked constituted an invasion of their 


personal rights. 

It is known that the Federal Grand 
Jury yesterday voted indictments 
against the four witnesses named. In 
view of the acquiescence of the men 
in the demand of the commission for 
the information the indictments may 
not be returned to the court. ean- 
while, the indictments probably will 
be held in suspension. 

It is expected that the next hear- 
ing will be on April 29. At that time 
opportunity .will be afforded to the 
witnesses to comply with the agree- 
ments. entered into with Mr. Foik by 
their counsel.

‘ Former Inspector James H. Gillen, 
charged with failing to suppress dis- 
orderly resorts, testified at the resump- 
tion of his trial at Police Headquarters 
yesterday that he had asked for the co- 
operation of several anti-vice commit- 
tees and of ex-Third Deputy Police 
Commissioner Newburger without al- 
ways receiving the assistance he .de- 
sired. He was appointed to the Third | 
Inspection District on March 1, 1913, by 
Commissioner Waldo, and he said 121 
arrests had been made for violations of 
the tenement house law, and 110 disor- 
derly houses had been suppressed while 
he was in charge. : 

Gillen said ne had received 2,000 
complaints of all kinds, each of which 
had been investigated and reported on. 
He said Commissioner Waldo instruct- 
ed him to put a stop to the custom of 
having policemen take women to ho- 
tels in order to procure evidence against 
the hotels. This he had done, and he 
had prohibited the use of police ma- 
trons to obtain such evidence. It was 
by Waldo’s order, Gillen said, that as 
soon as a disorderly resort was sup- 
pressed and its owner convicted the

men, who then would not be admitted 
to those hotels: 

Mr. Hook said that usually he visited 
Gillen’s district with members of the 
Committee of Fourteen from three to 
four times a month, and had found that 
street soliciting had greatly decreased. 
He said Gillen had done good work in 
closing disorderly resorts, and, among 
other places, four saloons in the dis- 
trict. He said he had conferred with 
Gillen two weeks before the Inspector 
was deposed, when they planned to rid 
the district of several disorderly hotels. 
Mr. Hook had to go to Albany in the 
meanwhile, and when he returned 
charges had been filed against the In- 
spector. 

‘Asked about the condition of Tekul- 
sky's Café, Sixth Avenue and Twenty- 
fourth Street, Mr. Hook said that at 
one time conditions there were bad, but 
that Tekulsky, the manager, had reme-

DR. GEORGE W. HILL DEAD. 


Astronomer and Scientist Expires at 
His Home, in West Nyack. 


Dr. George William Hill, an astrono- 
mer and scientist, died Thursday night 
in his home at West Nyack, N. J., 
where he had lived alone for some 
time. His body was found by his broth- 
er, John Henry Hill, an artist. 

Dr. Hill was born in New York City 
seventy-six years ago. He was gradu- 
atéd from Rutgers College ‘n 1859, and

SCHAEFER PROPERTY SOLD. 


Bringing $1,500,000, It Is Acquired 
by a Public Organization Unreve-ted 


Negotiations practically were closed 
yesterday, subject to the consent of the 
Supreme Court, for the purchase of the 
block front on the east side of Park 
Avenue, between Fiftieth and Fifty- 
first Streets, now occupitd by the F. 
& M. Schaefer brewery. The consider- 
ation-is said to be in the neighborhood 
of $1,500,000. 

The Schaefer brewery has been es- 
tablished on the Park Avenue ‘site for 
sixty-four years. From 1842 until its 
removal to Park Avenue the brewery 
was situated at Nineteenth Street and 
on the site of the former 
Sloane carpet store. In 1850 the firm 
began buying lots on Park Avenue, 
some of which were purchased for $17000 
each, 

The brokers in the transaction, which» 
became public yesterday, the Douglas 
Robinson, Charles S. Brown Company, 
as well as the owner of the property, 
Rudolph J. Schaefer, who bought out 
the interests of the Frederick Schaefer 
family two years ago, declined to re- 
veal the identity of the buyer. It is 
understood, however, that the property 
will be acquired by some semi-philan- 
thropic interests and that a community 
building for club and other public uses 
will eventually be constructed. 

here were various reports current 
yesterday concerning the identity of the 
purchaser, including rumors that the 
Academy of Medicine and the National 
Academy of Design had acquired the 
property. The brokers denied that the 
Academy of Medicine was the_pur- 
chaser, and John W. Alexander, Presi- 
dent of the National Academy of De- 
sign, said last night that he knew noth- 
ing about the matter. 

Inasmuch as application will be made 
to the court within the next thirty days 
by the prospective buyers for permis- 
sion to purchase the property, the in- 
dication seems clear that a public in- 
stitution is interested in the transac- 
oe. A building planned on lines en- 
tifely different from anything now in 
that part of Park A‘venue very likely 
will be constructed. 

The property has a frontage of 200.10 
feet on Park Avenue, 225 feet on Fif- 
tieth Street and 250 feet on Fifty-first 
Street. A five-story brewery building 
and -seven old structures, once dwell- 
ings, now are on the property. 

is the most important. transaction 
on Park Avenue since the purchase in 
1910 by the Potter-Mordecai syndicate 
of the old Song ag factory plot, now 
covered by the big Montana apartment, 
on the east side of the avenue, between 
Fifty-second and Pitty-thind Streets. 

In addition to the block front, which 
virtually is under contract for sale, the 
Schaefer concern own the northeast 
corner of Park Avenue and Fifty-first 
Street, directly opposite-a plot extend- 
ing 100.5 feet on the avenue and 179.1 
feet on Fifty-first Street. 

For the new brewery site a large plot 
on the East River front has been ac- 
quired and work soon will begin there 
on the new buildings.

SAYS COURT WAS WARNED 


Judge to .Get Frank’s Personal 
Walver on His Presence in Court. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ATLANTA, Ga., April 17.—The action 
of the attorneys for Leo M. Frank in 
asking that the verdict be annulled on 
the ground that Frank was not in the 
court room when it wag rendered, is 
causing much discussion among law- 
yers, many: of whom express the opin- 
ion that the motion will be sustained 
in the courts. Solicitor General Dorsey 
is‘not of this opinion. 

“Under the facts,” said the Solicitor, 
“the motion amounts to nothing.” 

Frank A. Hopper, who assisted the 

Solicitor in the prosecution of Frank, 
had this to say about the motion of 
the defense to-day: 
‘* As to the incident of the defendant's 
absence at the time the verdict was re- 
ceived, I will say that in a conference 
with Judge Roan during'the trial, I told 
him I thought it best that the defendant 
should agree personally to waive his 
presence. I doubted that his counsel's 
consent would be sufficient. The Judge 
told me he agreed with me, and that the 
defendant’s personal waiver had been or 
would be obtained. I supposed, of 
course, that it had been obtained, and 
was surprised to see a denial of this in 
the extraordinary motion filed yester- 
day. The Solicitor and myself were at- 
tempting to guard this point, and for 
that reason I mentioned the matter to 
Judge Roan.” 

Many lawyers are inclined to censure 
Judge Roan for .his failure either to 
have Frank present or to obtain his per- 
sonal waiver.

THE ATTACK ON ‘THE MAYOR. 

The attempted assassination of 
Mayor MitcHe. yesterday, and the 
infliction ‘upon Corporation _ Counsel 
Potk of an injury of ‘which he will 
bear the mark through life, was an 
incident of no pdlitical. significance 
whatever ‘and ‘bears no possible, rela- 
tion to the widespread discontent of 
which we hear so much. The would- 
be assassin was, like the assailant of 
Mayor GAYNOR, an agéd man of un- 
sound mind. .In this case there was 
not a shadow of a grievance against 
the intended victim. The letters found 
on the old ‘man’s person are utterly 
incoherent and’ reveal no rational 
cause of animosity. Thére is no in- 
dication that he had any accomplice 
or ‘had. acquainted any. pergon with 
his plan to kill the-Mayor. On the 
contrary, it is not: likely that he had 
formed any plan to kill, but acted 
under the insane impulse of the mo- 
ment. t 

The assailant, it is ascertained, got 
his pistol ‘in Jersey City. However 
strictly enforced, the New York law 
against selling deadly weapons or car- 
rying them without a permit will be 
futile until the neighboring States of 
New Jersey and. Connecticut adopt 
Similar restrictive measures. “At prés- 
ent the gunmen and other murderous- 
ly inclined persons. have no trouble 
whatever in supplying themselves with 
arms. It Seems that no public officer 
can be safe, or for that matter nobody 
who is conspicuous in public life, while 
the tradé in death-dealing instru- 
ments is thus carried on. 

The assault on the Mayor has se- 
verely shocked the community. Deep 
sympathy will be felt for his friend 
an@ associate who suffered in his 
stead. Dénunciation of the would-be 
assassin is uncalled for. That he 
should have been at large, in his in- 
sane mood, is probably an accident 
for which nobody is fairly to be 
blamed, but that he should have 
been armed for murder is disgraceful. 
The attack on. Mayor Gaynor, in the 
first year of his term, was a warning 
which has not yet been heeded.

THE NEW YORK BANKING LAW. 

The Governor's signature of the 
Banking bill prepared by his Commis- 
sion was never. doubtfuf after his 
emergency message, but it comes 
most opportunely as a supplement to 
the Féderal Banking act, Under the 
Chairmanship of Mr. HEPBURN, with 
the assistance of Mr. Cuartes L. 
BERNHEIMER on the private bank por- 
tion, the entire banking law of the 
State has been revised. .Supt. VAN 
Tuyw’s ideéds regarding savings banks 
also are enacted, so that every man 
who has a dollar in any sort of bank 
in this State may facé the future with 
greater confidence than ever before 
that the State has done what it could 
to safeguard his interests. There is 
no prospect. of any immediate repeti- 
tion of the regrettable incidents in 
connection with private banks, and 
the savings bank surplus question is 
not likely spon to be heard of again. 
Of most immediate interest, howéver, 
are the portions which place the banks 
of the State in position either to join 
the new Federal reserve system or 
to compete with it, as conditions may 
make desifable. If the bill had not 
become law the State banks would 
have been equally at ‘a disadvantage 
in either ‘‘a fight or a frolic.” As 
the matter stands, ‘in that other naval 
phrase, they do not know what is 
before them, but they are prepared 
for it. 

At' the moment the Federal reserve 
system is under fire, so that it is an 
open question whether some national 
banks ‘will prefer ‘to join the State 
system. or some State banks to join, 
the Federal. The enacting of this law 
will enable the passage to be made in 
either direction, and it might well be 
that the character of the individual 
bank’s business might be decisive ih 
the choice. The conditions regarding 
reserves. are similar in figures, with 
the important difference that there is 
no. eeftral reserve reservoir inthe 
State system. But if the Federai sys- 
tem serves its purpose the Federal 
reservoir will provide for the needs of 
banks in or out of the system. In 
one respect the new law places thé 
State, banks in a position of supe- 
riority. They can use the'system of 
acceptances in domebtic trade, where- 
as the Federal banks are limited to 
it, in the foreign,trade. Inasmuch as 
the State’ trust corhpanies afd banks, 
although féwer than the. national 
banks in number, - exceed them in de- 
posits by $700,000,000, it is sure-that 
the Federal system will have stout 
rivalry. Such conditions insure mutual 
respect, « and . promise “ed-operation 
lrather than’ hostility...

There is 
hothing in this, or in any part of the 
law, which will annoy those whose 
conduct is what it should be, but thé 
business of “ banking” in New York 
State hereafter will have a new mean- 
ing.: 








PROSPERITY BY FORCED 
DRAUGHT. 
Representative LoRECK practices 
what Secretary REDFIELD preaches, 
and it would be interesting to know 
what the Secretary thinks of his ser- 
mon when he hears it from another. 
It will be remembered that the Secre- 
tary declared that it was every man’s 
duty to his country to -promote. its 
prosperity even under diggouraging 
conditions, and that if any man pre- 
sumed to be unfortunate under the 
New Freedom the Secretary would 
learn and tell the reason why. Repre- 
sentative LoBECK envies this function 
which the Secretary proposed for him- 
self, and therefore moved in the House 
an investigation into the report that 
the independent steel manufacturers 
are consulting regarding the reduction 

of wages uniformly. 

It is well understood that those 
benevolent and fraternal organizations, 
the unions, may combine for raising 
wages uniformly, but it is not to be 
endured that organizations for profit 
shall comibine either to fix prices or 
to reduce wages. It seemed all right 
that wages should go up until it ap- 
peared that the cost of living rose @ith 
them. Now it seems that the reduction 
of wages is in the same relation to 
the ‘fall in the cost of living. It is all 
very mysterious, and an investigation 
is necessary. 

The investigation which would be 
most. useful would be neither by the 
Secretary nor by the Representative, 
but by each individual into his per- 
sonal affairs. If all men would earn a 
little more, or save a little more, their 
united efforts would do more.to put 
the country on easy street than all the 
laws and investigations by all the 
Legislatures combined. 








LIGHT FROM MR. ‘CHOATE. 

One of the traits, mental and moral, 
that have made Mr. CHOATE so dis- 
tinguished as a lawyer is his gift for 
clear, summary, accurate, and im- 
pressive statement of a complex and 
intricate subject. This is admirably 
shown in his letter to Mr. Waits, in 
which he gives the net result of the

long negotiations concerning the 
canal treaty in which he had been 
engaged. It is so simple, compre- 
hensive, straightforward, and con- 
convincing that we reproduce it from 
our Washington dispatches. Referring 
to the extensive correspondence in 
which he, as the representative of the 
Government of the United States, had 
been engaged, he says: 

To my mind they establish beyond 
question the intent of the parties én- 
gaged in the negotiations, that the 
treaty should mean exactly what it 
says, and excludes the possibility of 
any exemption of any kind of véssels 
of the United States. Equality be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States is the constant theme, and es- 
pecially in my last letter of Oct. 2, 1901, 
where I speak of Lord LANSDOWNk’S 
part in the matter, and say: ‘‘ He has 
**shown an earnest desire to bring to 
“an amicable settlement, honorabie 
“alike to both parties, this long and 
‘important controversy between two 
“nations. In substance he abrogates 
“the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty, gives 
‘us an American canal, ours to build 
‘“‘as and where we like, to own, con- 
“trol, and govern, on the sole condi- 
“tion of its being always néutral ahd 
“free for the passage of the ships of 
“all nations on equal terms, except 
“that if we get into.a war with any 
‘“‘nation we can shut its ships out 
“and take care of ourselves.”’ 

The passage from the letter of 1901, 
commenting on the spirit which Lord 
LANSDOWNE, then the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs of the 
British Government, had shown, is 
notable for thé completeness of its 

interpretation of the negotiations and 
for the cordial feeling it expresses, 
which undoubtedly was felt by the 
other negotiators.. The conclusion of 
the treaty in this temper, considering 
the vast and. eriduring interests in- 
volved, was a grekt achievement for 
civilization. Considering also the 
various elements in’ the public opin- 
ion of the two great® democracies, ‘it 
was an achievement of sound and skill- 
ful statesmanship, in which both na- 
tions may well feel pride. -It-is' ab- 
surd as ‘well as humiliating that at 
this late day there ‘should arise a 
serious dispute as to this’ treaty; and

THE TRIAL OF THE DOCTORS. 

_ The. eminent physicians of the Uni- 
versity. of Pennsylvania who are on 
trial in Philadelphia for alleged cri- 
elty to animals used in their exper- 
imental work, acted in&tinctively, we 
suppose; when they sa®¥ the chief 
woman witness against them about to 
faint under cross-examination, and 
tried to get the unwitting examining 
lawyer to desist before she collapsed. 
In her physical need it was second 
nature to them to forget that the wo- 
man was their sworn enemy, and that 
the cross-examiner was intent on 
showing that notes of animal suffer- 
ings which she was consulting were 
not originals, as she had sworn. 

It is significant, too, that the pros- 
ecutors admitted in the beginning 
that the trial was not to prove the 
cruelty of ‘“‘ vivisection,’” but was 
based on charges of neglect of an- 
imals after the experiments had been 
performed. Dr. JosHvuA SWEET, the 
first physician placed on trial, fol- 
lowed the testimony of SAMUEL GEYER, 
the ex-keeper of the univérsity’s ken- 
nels, that a dog came from, the 
laboratory “ covered*with hypdd@ermic 
puncttires,’’ with the statement that 
the ‘‘ punctures” were simply. sores 
produced by mange. In anothér case, 
Dr. SwEET testified, one-of the doc- 
tors had experimented on the spinal 
cord of an animal, not by “ dropping 
weights, breaking its - back,” as 
charged, but by an incision without 
breaking the back, after the animal 
had been put under an anaesthetic, 
and in the hope of finding a means 
of saving human life in cases of spinal 
injury. The complaint that bandages 
were not used after abdominal inci- 
sions was answered by testimony that 
bandages in such cases would be in- 
sanitary and not conducive to proper 
recovery. The charge that dogs were 
fed on garbage after operations re- 
solved itself into the question wheth- 
er scraps fresh from the university 
dining tables, sent to a _ suitably 
equipped and sanitary animal house, 
were not sufficiently nourishing. 

Possibly the charges of laymen and 
women members of a society that is 
looking for exarhples of cruelty will 
prevail over the defense of these doc- 
tors. They are men who have 
achieved distinction in work that re- 
quires the nicest discipline and order- 
ly procedure, work that is dedicated 


fering. ‘Some doctors have in the 
past been found remiss and criminal- 
ly negligent in the discharge of their 
sacred tasks. That furnishes no ar- 
gument against the practice of med- 
icine. ‘There is every presumption in 
the present trial that the doctors are 
innocent. But even if found guilty, 
the cause of animal experimentation 
cannot suffer.

Nonsense! ‘‘ Best of any ”’ isi?t at 
all dreadful. To be sure it involves, on 
last analysis, the logical absurdity of 
admitting or declaring’ that a thing can 
be and is better than itsélf.. But what 
of that? Logic and language never 
Were on thé best of terms, and, ever 
since growls and grunts turned into 
words, human beings have béen taking 
short cuts to arrive at the expression of 
their meanings. ‘ 

It wouldn’t do to go quite so far as to 
say that what is understood is right, but 
the comprehensible is never ‘‘ absolute- 
ly without defense ’’—no more than is 
the putting of an ‘‘ absolutely ’’ unnec- 
essary ‘‘ absolutely ’”’ in front of such a 
word as “ indeferisible.’”’ Our critic in- 
dulges in that obvious pleonasm, jist as 
he committed the muchgrfeatersin of con- 
founding ‘‘ gee’’ with ‘‘ haw,’’ but only 
under great provocation would we have 
called his attention—and that of the 
Board of Education—to what we will 
denominate his carelessness or his igno- 
rance, just as he prefers. Now how doés 
he feel! 

Men have died and. géne elsewhere 
than to heaven, but not for saying ‘‘ best 
ef any.” If one prefers ‘‘ best of all,” 
or ‘‘ better than any other,’’ he can 
safely use it and be-happy.

Enough Work for Both Sexes in the 
Suffrage State. 


To.the Editor of The New York Times: 

Mrs. John Martin, in the Magazine Section 
of last Sunday’s Timms, imagines a very 
dismal future for men if women obtain the 
right to vote in this State. At least I must 
conclude she means the State of New York, 
for in those States in which womén have 
been accorded their political rights males 
have not as yet succumbed to the terrible 
influences of women except in the sweet. old 
Way and -with similar results. Feminism, 
according to Mrs. Martin, is to bring man 
into the dust, to the condition of a drone in 
the beehive and that of a tomcat. 

The correlation between beeS and cats has 
yet to be made clear, but to Mts. Martin, 
Who sees glory in the condition of the cave 
women, who had nothing better in life than 
cooking meals for their fellow-savages, some 
different light is vouchsaféd.

The gloomy 
prospect of the world’s work passing into the 
hands of. spinster workers, 4s Mrs. Martin 
predicts, is absurd when it is bormme in mind 
how much that is important in that work 
must always be performed by men.

Ones Suffragism Threatens. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

At. Wednesday’s\ meeting of the New 
York State Association Opposed to Wo- 
man ‘,Suffrage; when @ campaign fund 
of $40,000 was solicited, practically 
every speaker declared that “‘to give}. 
the ballot to women will mean the dis- 
integration. of the home.” 

Whose home? What home? Surely 
they cannot mean the dark, squalid 
holes in the 13,000 licensed tenements 
in New York City alone, where whole 
families and adult boarders sleep, eat, 
and work in a single room, toiling in- 
credible, hours for incredible pittances? 

Nor is.it reasonable to assume that 
they refer to the old dog houses, di- 
lapidated carriage sheds, chicken coops, 
and noisome “ barracks’’ in which pa- 
drones herd the cannery workers of the 
Gulf Coast States, Delaware and Mary- 
land, and the cranberry pickers of New 
Jersey?

I would specially commend to your readers 
@ consideration of the ‘‘ Log’ of the Light- 
house,’’ which is the seventh report of the 
Society, and thoroughly reviews its excep, 
tidhal labors and wonderful results. Our 
work has been well described as resembling 
that of the Eddystone. It donsists of two 
lathps—one gives light through work and the 
other is a lamp of consolation. What we 
especially need at present is a fund out of 
which to supplement the incomes of indus- 
triotis blind people in commercial entérprises, 
and $35,000 to pay off the mortgage on our 
Lighthouse, ‘We depend entirely on voluntary 
contributions, and we can use anything—old 
shoes, theatre tickets, automobile’, five-cent 
pieces, and million dollar checks. Let mé 
quote a few lines from ‘our report: : 

On behalf of the blind, close your eyes 
for five minutes and think during that time 
what 4t would mean to be alone, \friend- 
less, and without opportunity in your 
blindness.

While it is not the desire of those patrons 
of the Century Opera Company who are of- 
fended by these infringenients of the relig- 
ious liberty of the community and the dese- 
cration of tHe Sabbath, to deal harshly with 
the offenders, it “mpy ‘nevertheless becomé 
necéssiry to enforce the éxtreme penalties 
of the law upon those who pérsistently over- 
tide the friendly warning against its violation. 
The penalties are heavy, $500 for each proved 
vidiation, in addition to a civil penaity of 
$500 and the revocation of the license of the 
house.

ola Lyme has come. to New. York. 
The artists. of#the fine old paintable 
town, with the white horse and the, 
white houses, and ‘the white picket 
fences-and the library, have become dis- 

ntented, Jike the rést.of us, with their 
restricted quarters, and are planning to 
raise monéy for a handsome new build- 
ing that shall look just like an‘ art gal- 
lery, in which ‘to hold their annual ex- 
hibitions, what might be called their 
Labor.

Vis- 
itors are asked to visualize the stone 
wall. Otherwise the new building looks 
delightfully satisfactory, clean and yel- 
low, and no sign of a. winding. stair- 
case.. Nevertheless, those who know 
their Old Lyme 
mourn. First, the .white church went 
as a constant theme, and ow the new, 
real art gallery cémes, and it stands to 
reason that a place in which pictures 
can be shown to Advantage will not in 
itself be paintable. Whoever made a 
success of painting the Louvre or the 
London National Gallery, or our own 
National Academy? . The next thing will 
be a ten-story hotel. But the artists 
have. waited a long time to sound their 
knell. And they have thus escaped the 
charge made against us by foreign. ex- 
perts that we put up galleries before 
we have anything to put in them. There 
will be no danger of that kind in the 
case of the Lyme Gallery.

The civil war scene was the .most 
thrilling in’the really, beautiful pageant 
Siven last evening in the Seventy-first 
Regiment. Armory ‘by the Men's League 
for Woman Suffrage. ‘The date was ac- 
tually a few years after the war, at the 
time of the enfranchisement of the ne- 
gro, but there were soldiers in it, and 
of -coursé pretty women and ~ girls 
dressed in the crinolined gowns of the 
times, and music with fifes and drums. 
The’ ‘soldiers were the real thing, Com- 
pany: ‘K of the Sévénty-first Regiment, 
under the command of Sergt. S: W. 
Barkelew. 

The pageant was well arranged, the 
scenes or episodes yeing given on’ one 
side of the big armory. Along this side 
from ‘the gallery above had been hung.a 
pale biue cheese cloth for a background, 
and with skjliful lighting. charming ef- 
fécts of shadows were seen upon this, 
while..the groups on the floor were 
shown in different circles of light. 
«The scene opened with the soldiers in 
civil. war wniform marching in ‘with 
Uncle Sam, who took his place upon a 
raised dais, while the wornen and chil- 
dren cheered as they wayed their hand- 
kerchiefs, After the soldiers came a 
group of negro men, ae a band of 
army..nurses. 

“T have gisiniant* you to do honor 
to our fellow-man, the. negro,” said 
Uncle $am. ‘‘He is no longer a slave, 
and ”’+handing .the negroes a roll of 
parchment—"* I pronounce upon you the 
full right of citizenship.”’ 

At this Susan B. Anthony, whose wart 
was taken by Miss Mabelle Blake, came 
forward, plainly dressed in dark clothes 
and bonnet, to demand the enfranchise- 
ment of the women, But they all shout- 
ed that woman could not bear arms 3a 
had no right to the. franchise. 

“Look at these women,’ replied ee 
women’s pioneer pointing to the nurses. 
“They, side. by side with the soldier 
endured. hardship, nursed. him in his 
agony; and brought him back to life.

President 
Huerta, but it was the unsettling effect 
of the heavy selling of the few )stocks 
‘which broke so sharply that seemed to 
account chiefly for the selling which 
carried prices off toward the end of the 
day. 
~The liquidation. in Missouri Pacific 
was associated with reports that.a plan 
to. proyide for the company’s notes 
which mature June 1 by a sale of bonds 
now pledged as security for those notes 
had been abandoned. Assurances were 
renewed, however, that other plans were 
being laid to care for .this' obligation, 
and that the company felt amply able 
to provide the ‘necessary funds. . The 
selling of the stock persisted up to the 
very end of the day. ‘The final quota- 
tion was’ but a small fraction above the 
lowest. . For the selling of Lehigh Val- 
ley the chief explanation offered was a 
report that the dividend, which is now 
being paid at the rate of 10 per ceént., 
would be lowered to 8 per cent. ‘These 
reports were quite possibly as much the 
product of the decline as they were the 




















explanation of that decline. 
not, however, received with complete 
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skepticism, inasmuch as it is known, of 
course, that Lehigh. Valley, along with 
other railroads, has suffered losses in 
earings, which might induce the Di- 
rectors to put the company’s dividend 
payments on a lower basis; 

Such reports, moreover, had influence 
beyond the stock primarily affected. 
They directed increased attention to the 
current earning power of the railways 
which has been reduced, not only by the 
decline which: has come about in busi- 
ness, but by the increased inroads which 
expenses have made into railroad. re- 
ceipts. .The: latter the railroads have 
undertaken to correct as far as possible 
by the economies’ which they have late- 
ly put into effect. But that, of course, 
does not reach to the causes responsible 
for the decline in gross earnings. The 
daily experience of bankers shows the 
effect which the recent course of rail- 
road affairs has produced upon the 





minds of investors, One of the most im- 
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portant effects which a favorable deci- 
sion in the rate case would have would 
seem to be the change for the ‘better 
which it might be counted upon to pro-- 
duce in the investment attitude toward 
railroad undertakings: That would be a 
change of -far-reaching effect and one 
which is:much’ needed. 

The market was awaiting yesterday 
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news of the financing of the New Ha- 
ven’s requirements in respect to its ma- 
turing:short-term.: obligations. The un- 
derstanding was that the arrangement 
contemplated the raising of the neces- 
sary money from the road’s own stock- 
holders upon terms which would insure 
their participation in the. plan.

The Strong Undertone Delusion. 

When the stock market does nothing 
on Monday,:and a little less on Tues- 
day, and perhaps nothing at all on 
Wednesday, advisers who must say 
something are fond of annowncing that 
the list has a strong undertone. It is a 
comforting thought. for the customer 
whose stock will not go up to learn that 
in all. probability it will not go down 
much. Prices may hang around the 
same level for a fortnight at a time, but 
“the strong undertone” is brought 
forth every’ few minutes when some one 
asks a question. Eventually one of two 
things happens: either business picks up 
or good news of some other kind comes 
out and the market shakes off its leth- 
argy with a good advance; or an occa- 
sion for selling arises and the market 
breaks through at every point where 
orders converge.
